Unkhamcn's  tomb,  it  is  under 
stood,  has  revealed  ;i  nn.l  whicli 
constitutes   an   excellent  augury 
for  lioward  Carter's  Iul'Ii  hopes 
of  discovering  for  the  first  time 
in  the  hi.story  of  Kpypt«^l' >fiv  the 
full    picturestiue    regalia  of  an 
ICgyptian  King. 

This  find  la  a  larger  collection  of 
Kllded  sceptres  both  the  variety  with 
Bloping  headpieces  and  of  the  c.jually 
well-known  crook  shape,  the  one 
slgalfylag  power  or  Blrength  and  the 
Other  mU.  The  Egyptian  god  OalrU 
Is  habitually  depicted  aa  earrylag  one 
or  both.  There  a!ao  were  dioeororod 
various  staves,  one  of  which  bad  a 
heayy  solid  goM  head  hplendldly 
jewelled  in  faien<  i-  and  glaaa.

This  causes  the 
aphU  to  give  out  a  tiny  drop  of 
sweet  fluid  which  the  ant  «ln«  It 
is  evon  said  that  In  order  i  x  -'  a 
regular  supilly  the  ant  protects  the 
apMs  from  othor  lasggta. 

Aphidos  that  aaah  tha  faata  of 
grasses  yield  thair  haMgdaw  ta  a 
little  yellow  ant.  la  ratvra,  as  sir 
John  i.ubbock  discoversd,  tho  ant 
|.r..lri  ts  both  the  af'hls  and  her  OggS. 

Whole  volunien  hav.-  hP'-n  written 
about  antB  since  Solomon  («aid 
to  the  ant.  thou  sluggard,  consider 
hsr  ways  aad  ha  wise;  who  having 
no  galdo,  ayaraaar  ar  ralar,  provldsch 
hor  meat  la  •amatar  aad  gathaaath 
her  food  In  harvest." 

Tet  even  the  greatest  natnraMsto 
do  not  claim  to  know  all  about  thia 
common  but  most  interesting  Insect.

It  Is  produced  by  a  small  In- 
ssot  which  ptoroog  tho  bark  of  cor- 
tala  trasa  aad  saoka  oat  tha  Juleo 
When  tha  Jalco  has  paaasd  through 
the  body  ft  forms  a  tiny  sosls.  As 
th"  liii^ec  t  Koeji  on  eating  and  throw- 
ing off  scales  It  Is  hurled  In  them 
There  it  lays  iu  egmn  myriads  of 

Insects  live  on  a  brajich  and  as  many 
gonoratlOBs  saooood  oaoh  other,  the 
twlga  baoema  thlakly  aafruatod  with 
ths  ssalss.  Thoas  aro  braksn  eSand 
sold  as  shellac.  When  moltsd  and 
strained  the  shellac  of  commerce,  as 
wri!  as  H  beautiful   dje.   Is  obtained. 

The  natives  of  somi-  parts  of  India 
cultivate  th*  Insect  In  something  the 
same  way  as  silkworms  and  mulberry 
troos  aro  eultlvatad  la  other  paru  of 
tho  world.

Jewelry,  mnmmlea  and  mummy  caaee 
al.^o  are  includ'^d  I'roni  I'alestins 
Dr.  Uordon  sbljiped  a  l).i.'»att  tablet,  a 
battle  nioiinment,  whK  h  is  expected 
to  throw  light  on  the  story  of  Kxodus; 
Roman  gl;uis,  mosaic  pavements, 
many  small  objects  la  bronse  and  a 
Jar  which  was  foaad  fltlod  with  stirer 
coins.

Two  Forms  of  Pictareo 
The  Chinese  had  two  forms  of  mo- 
tion pleturos.  In  one  the  pictured 
were  palated  on  long  rolls  of  paper 
atmllar  to  the  photograhpio  ftlwa  aC 
today,  and  theae  were  slowly  <IMh 
out  In  a  lantern-like  bos.  where  they 
were  viewed  through  a  slit  or  eye- 
}.ori  \  i-otiimoner  type,  and  one  of 
probably  mu>'h  greater  antiquity,  was 
made  by  arranging  a  number  of  pic- 
tures on  square  or  oblong  wooden  or 
pasteboard  disks,  stringing  theee  en 
two  endlsos  ropes  or  twlaa.  aad  mov> 
ing  them  reuBd  two  aad  eylladera. 
The  disks  ware  often  placed  one  on 
the  other  four  or  five  deep.  Optical 
lllilnlon.i  .«liiiilar  to  tho»e  made  In  tho 
modern  projection  theatre  were  ol>- 
t;ilned  by  Chinese  !<howmen  long  I  <■- 
fore  the  Christian  era  by  carefully 
regulating  the  speed  of  the  motion 
picturee  and  the  lighting  of  the  the- 
atres.

Toy  models  of  this  common  type 
of  motion  picture  are  usually  pro-
